The French. demanded the lease of a few 
hundred square, miles of land bordering on 
Kwong Chow Wan, but the hostility of the 
Mnatives against them was ‘sq pronounced 
‘that the French sent, on the 3rd inst. 2 gun- 
boats with a few hundred soldiers on-board. 
. The gunboats, after landing the troaps, moored 
just opposite the Mar Cheong market “and 
‘bombarded the Village until dark. The soldiers 
divided themselves intotwo parties and marched 
cin different. directions, using the village of 
-Kuen Kok as a base of operations. The Chi- 
nese - soldiers, who showed great. bravery. 


,» | harassed the Frenchmen very much, by hidin 


themselves among ‘the cliffs, from which posi- 
tions they were only shifted after much blood- 
shed by the French who had been able to place 
their big guns on the hills overlooking the Chi- 
nese. : : : 
Shortly, however, the .Chinese . were. re; 
inforced by fresh troops coming from the 
Northern and Eastern villages, and now being 
in- considerable numbers they ratlied and faced 
the French once more. The French were now 
over-powered and teturned ‘to join the gun- 
‘boats hotly pursued by the Chinese army, who 
after a few miles overtook them and forced an 
engagement, in which the French lost heavily 
leaving about 70 of.their men on the field 
either, kijled or wounded, ‘The Chinese losses 
were only about fo, counting -both killed and 
wounded, This battle conclusively, shows that 
the Chinese rifles, which can shoot a long dis- 
tance, are stronger and etter than the French 
cannon and rifles. ‘The French gunboats, after 
re-emburking their soldiers, were obliged to 
steam out of the harbour on the sth inst. 
From the latest information received we 
learn that China has already settled with the 
French by leasing to them settlements on two 
islands outside of Kwong Chow Wan.
